A fatal accident occurred yesterday 


morning about 7 o'clock on tbe St. 
L)Uis branch of tbe Wabaah, by 
wbicb Conductor W. W. C. Meredith 
was killed. Freight train No. 99 was 
being run in two sections and Con- 
ductor Meredith was in charge of tbe 
firstspc'ion. A few miles out of Kinder 
bis train waa a little ahead of t me 
and was running slowly. The second 
section drawn by engine No 1477 in 
charge of 
Engineer Blaina was

by James M. Swank, General Manager 
of the American Iron anil Steel Abso- 
ciiition.

There was a steady sagging of prices 
from Janury to July, except for steel rails, 
quotations for which improved a trile in 
May. In July and August all prices stiff- 
ened, and in September a slight advance 
was established, bteul raile talcing the lead, 
and continuing to advance until December. 
A comparison of prices shows that pig-iron 
was $18 in January, §17.75 in July and 
$18.25 in December. S1eel rails wire $27 
in January, $26 in Apiil niul $34.60 in De- 
cembe. Bar iron was S-10.32 in January, 
$38.08 in July and §3!>.20 in December. 
Cut nails were ?2.10 in January, §2.15 in 
August and §2.65 in December. 


"But," says Mr. Swank, "prices of pig 


iron, bar iron, nails, steel rails and other 
forms of iron and steel could not have ad- 
vanced in the last half of 188D if there had 
not been an increased demand for these 
products. After September this increased 
demand became everywhere noticeable, 
and it has continued without interrup- 
tion to the present time. This is, aftea 
all, the iflost gratifying feature of the re- 
vival in the iron and steel industries. If 
there were no threat to-day of tariff revision 
the promise 
of 188G would be 
bright 


indeed. 
Not to borrow trouble, how- 


ever, it 
can most positively be said 


that 
a 
feeling of 
confidence in 
the- 


future of business now prevails throughout 
the entire country. 
Wo have entirely 


recovered from 
the 
effects 
of 
what- 


ever panicky feeling prevailed a year or six 
months ago. The uncertainty about silver 
may excite financial circles, but it is exer- 
ciflingno injurious ehVit upon general busi- 
ness. Although complete statistics are not

fowl in this country is somewhat small, 
This is pi-obably owing to the fact thai 
wild ducks, geese and brants are stil 
plentiful in most parts of the country, 
and hunters supply the market with 
birds at lower prices than farmers car 
afford to raise them. During the hunt- 
ing season wild water-fowls are oftei 
cheaper 
than any 
article of mea) 


that can be obtained. 
The general us« 


t>f pork alio interferes with the demand 
for ducks and gee.se. The farmer sup- 
plies all the fat meat that most people 
desire to eat. 
Most of our native popu- 


lation prefer turkeys and chickens to 
ducks and geese. 
Till recently most 


persons have raised geese chief!}' for the 
feathers they afford. 
Most of the geese 


that have been sent to market have been 
old and tough. 
More pains have been 


taken to improve chickens designed foi 
the table than to improve the breed, of 
geese raised for (lie same purpose. The 
majority of Anu-rii-an families who set 
line tables and who study to obtain a 
great variety of food do not have roast 
goose oftener than otu-e a year. 
Geese 


in this coiintn are r-hii'lly eaten by ptr- 
sons of fm i-iirii birth. 


It is likely tluit the home demand for 


domestieati-d i l u i - k ^ am! gcet-c will im- 
prove «>• tin 1 supply of wild bird.- de- 
crease-s a^ il doubtless \\ill in a few 
years.

for them. 
Fio/en ger^e 
are 


brought to London and other cities dur- 
ing the winter season trniii Russia. Ger- 
many and Canada. 
They bring about 


sixteen cents per pound. 
Ireland and 


North France also supply dressed geese 
at difTerent seasons fit' the year. As these 
have not been frozen, they bring better 
prices. 
Except during warm weather, 


when there is no demand for them, 
dressed gei"-e can be kept a week with- 
out danger (if injury. 


Many of the geese eaten in English 


cities during the wintcrcome from coun- 
tries on the continent, ehielly from Hol- 
land, but are home-fattened. 
They are 


brought over in vessels and are driveu 
through the countij- to farms, 
where 


they are fattended for the market. Most 
of these foreign geese are landed at Har- 
wick, and are, driven into Cambridge 
and Norfolk Counties to be fed. 
They 


suffer from sea-sickness during their 
passage and from home-sickness after 
they reach their destination. 
They also 


become very foot-sore during their long 
march. 
They soon become contented, 


however, anil have an excellent appe- 
tite. 
On account of the condition ot 


tlieir feet they remain very quiet on 
their feeding-ground, and lay on fat 
much more rapidly than geese that are 
constantly moving about. They are 
generally fed nbout fire weeks befxtro 
they are sent to market. 
Individual 


breeders not infrequently purchase and 
fatten as many as eight thousand geese 
in the course of a year. 
The breeders 


arrange with marketmcn in relation to 
the number of geese that shall be sent 
at any given time. They aro killed, 
plucked and nicely packed in baskets or 
orates before they are sent to market. 
Finely-fattened geese, well dressed, and 
not over ten months old, 
ordinarily 


bring a shilling, or twenty-five cents, 
per pound during the winter holidays. 


There would seem to be little diffi- 


culty in sending either live or dressed 
geese from this country to England. 
The steamers now make such good time 
that during cold ueather dressed geesa 
could be sent from New York to Liver- 
pool without danger of injury. 
Livo 


geese would sufi'er less from transporta- 
tion by rail than live cattle, sheep ami 
pigs do. 
A ear having four Hoors or 


"decks" could accommodate a thousand 
geese without crushing them. 
If found 


necessary, they could be let out for the 
purpose of obtaining rest, as cattle now 
are. 
Geese can bo raised rery cheaply 


ia all the Northern States. 
Food is 


abundant, the "range" ample, and water 
generally within easy reach. In densely- 
g)pulited countries like England and 


olland most of the land is too valuable 


to keep geese on with prolit. 
Unless 


restrained by tight fences, they would 
wander Into meadows, cultivated h'clds, 
and gardens, and do great damage. 
There are many places in the West 
where a person could keep a thousand 
,geese without any expense for land, 


any thousand are annually raised on 


the outskirts of this city at a yery trifling 
cost for food. 
They live chiefly on grass 


land garbage till they are penned up to 
be fattened.-—Chicago Times.
